This project was initiated in summer 1950, when OGIVE 
Frankfurt turned over to us their oontaet with Dr. Paul 



Lueth . Already about a year prior to that flat©, a circle of 



people had gathered to make plans for participation in 



defending Germany against Bolshevism. They had looked for 
guidance to former Col. General HsMer who had advised 
them to cooperate with the Americans as the only power 
capable of meeting the worldwide threat of Soviet expansion. 

Our assistance to Dr. Lueth and his assoc iateB— both 
financial support and day-by-day advice on political and 
or;ran izational matters— enabled this hitherto loose group 
to fibrm a legitimate nation-wide organization which we tested 
first during the campaign against the Soviet Zone elections 
of 15 October 1950. During this campaign, BDJ was active 
in both Westorh Germany and in the Soviet Zone itself.

the political organisation proper, which is overt in Western 
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Germany and clandestine only in the Soviet Zone, and the 
para-military branch (referred to as “Apparat" in our 
correspondence) wfcioh, of coarse, is entirely clandestine 
everywhere . Because of its rapid growth and its aggressive 
political character, BDJ made quickly numerous enemies t 
not only the Communists who raise all sorts of contradictory 
accusations ( including a 7 million DM subsidy by the 
Coca Cola Company) but also the SPD and certain other 
non-Cosaaunist political and youth organizations. The SPD 
engineered an Investigation for alleged tax evasion and 
a fly-by-night group call i ng itself the Counter Comiform 
Organization, lend by a dismissed former CIC agent, but 
presumably manipulated by either Soviet or French agents or 
both* tried to damage BDJ by an elaborate smear campaign* 

The strong internal cohesion of BDJ membership as well as a 
number of appropriate undercover moves by the leaders in 
accordance with our directives, enabled the organization to 



overcome both threats unharmed.
